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all  young  men  between  twen^  and  twenty- 
five,  vho  were  thui  on  furlough,  were 
summoned  to  the  ranks.  This  did  not 
add  a  regiment  to  the  army,  but  simply 
filled  up  existing  regiments  in  all  arms  of 
the  service.  Of  coarse  this  suspended  all 
the  universities.  There  was  hardly  a  stu¬ 
dent  left.  Then  the  declaration  of  war 
called  out  the  reserves.  All  men  between 
twenty-six  and  thirty-two  were  first  arm¬ 
ed.  They  had  been  also  furloughed  in 
theory,  although  they  considered  them 
selves  practically  discharged.  This  army 
is  called  the  Landwehr  of  the  first  class. 
And  already  the  Landwehr  of  the  second 
class  has  been  called,  consisting  of  all  men 
between  thirty-three  and  thirty-nine. 
Probably  few  of  them  have  been  sent  to 
the  front,  but  they  .are  massed  and  ready, 
forming  an  immense  and  thoroughly  train¬ 
ed  reserve. 

But  this  does  not  exhaust  the  military 
strength  of  the  nation.  There  is  another 
reserve,  whieh  would  have  been  under 
arms  by  this  time  if  the  French  bad 
crossed  the  Rhine.  In  case  of  invasion 
all  men  between  forty  and  fifty  are  sum¬ 
moned  to  the  ranks.  This  levy  en  masse 
is  called  the  Lundslurm.  Thus  every 
sound  man  in  Prussia  is  a  well-trained 
soldier,  and  in  theory  belongs  to  the 
army  for  thirty  years  of  his  life. 

This  comjjact  m'litary  system  has  now 
been  enforced  in  all  the  States  of  Ger¬ 
many.  No  reliance  can  bo  placed  upon 
the  estimates  in  the  newspapers  of  the 
actual  number  of  men  to  which  the  army 
has  been  swelled  in  consequence.  But 
the  following  numbers  will  show  that 
they  are  all  under  the  truth,  rather  than 
extravagant. 

Official  records,  made  previous  to  the 
campaign  against  Austria  in  1866,  of  the 
whole  number  of  citizens  owing  military 
duty  in  Prussia  alone  were  as  follows  : 

1.  Mobilized  army,  20  to  25  years  of  age. . .  ,  778,461 

2.  First  Lauawehr,  26  to  32  ••  .  3,077,9.'8 

3.  Second  lAUdwebr,  33  to  39  “  ....  872,174 

Total  Prussian  army  under  40 .  2.728,586 

Thus  the  actual  army  which  Napoleon 
defied,  without  cause  and  almost  without 
pretext,  not  counting  the  additions  from 
North  Germany,  nor  the  armies  of  Bavaria 
and  South  Germany,  which  he  hoped  to 
neutralize  or  have  on  his  own  side, 
amounted  to  the  enormous  force  of  neaily 
or  quite  three  millions  ! 

But  the  strength  of  the  German  army 
is  not  so  much  in  the  number  as  in  the 
character  of  the  soldiers.  Every  citizen 
is  a  soldier,  and  every  soldier  is  a  citizen. 
By  this  system  an  immense  force  can  be 
maintained  without  a  total  separation  of 
any  man  in  the  ranks  from  the  education, 
,the  sympathies,  and  the  interests  of  the 
nation.  One  year,  or  at  most  three  years 
in  the  ranks,  do  not  win  a  man  from  the 
love  of  home,  nor  quench  his  ambition 
to  succeed  in  civil  life.  The  army  is  a 
compact  body  of  citizen  soldiery,  as  well 
educated  as  the  nation  at  large,  and  hav¬ 
ing  no  interests  nor  ambitions  separate 
from  the  people.  But,  unlike  our  own 
army  of  the  same  character,  they  are  all 
drilled  to  arms  from  their  youth,  need  no 
Bull  Run  as  a  training  day,  and  can  fight 
as  effectively  in  the  first  battle  as  at  the 
close  of  the  campaign.  The  rapidity  of 
the  campaign  of  1866,  and  of  the  present 
invasion  of  France,  is  neither  a  miracle 
nor  the  result  of  extraordinary  strategy 
in  the  commanders.  The  army  was  all 
ready.  It  could  strike  a  tremendous 
blow  at  first,  and  follow  it  up. 

At  the  same  time  this  enormous  force, 
so  effective  against  a  foreign  foe,  cannot  be 
made  an  instrument  of  military  despot¬ 
ism.  The  only  portion  of  it  which  can 
be  called  in  any  sense  a  standing  army,  is 
composed  of  the  young  men  between 
twenty  and  twenty-three,  not  absent  on 
furlough,  but  in  constant  training.  Now 
of  the  mobilized  army  of  nearly  800,000 
men,  given  above,  not  half  are  ever  un¬ 
der  arms  at  one  time  in  peace.  The  rest 
are  at  home,  and  behind  them  stand  the 
Landwehr  of  both  classes.  No  despot 
could  depend  upon  such  an  army  a  mo¬ 
ment,  in  a  coup  d'etat.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  Bismarck  has  not  depended  upon  the 
army  at  all,  in  carrying  out  his  purposes 
within  Prussia  itself.  He  has  led  public 
opinion,  but  without  encountering  revo¬ 
lution  at  home.  He  has  used  the  army 
against  foes  to  Prussia ;  but  if  he  had 
been  ten  times  the  despot  he  has  been  de¬ 
scribed,  he  could  not  have  employed  such 
an  army  in  revolution  against  the  Prus¬ 
sian  constitution.  It  betrays  sheer  ig¬ 
norance,  therefore,  to  speak  of  the  Prus¬ 
sian  system  as  a  despotic  one.  There  is 
not  a  monarchy  in  Europe  which  has  an 
army  organized  on  such  liberal,  and  even 
democratic  principles.  Indeed,  the  only 
army  which  can  be  compared  with  it  at 
all,  is  that  of  the  Swiss  republic.  Instead 
of  a  certain  force  under  arms  the  year 
round,  the  Swiss  train  a  few  months  each 
year,  for  fourteen  years.  Then  they  are 
enrolled  among  the  reserves  for  five  years 
longer,  and  belong  to  the  Landwehr  for 
four  years  more.  So  that  the  effective 
strength  of  the  Swiss  army,  according  to 
the  latest  official  statistics  available  this 
moment,  were  as  follows  : 

1.  Federal  arm;  (called  Bnudesaoszog,  all  be¬ 

tween  the  age®  ot  20  and  34)  .  77,439 

2.  Reserve  (35  to  39) .  43,282 

3.  Laudwehr  (49  to44). . .  67,465 

Effective  army . 178.186 

4.  Landaturm,  about  . 160,000 

Thus  the  system  is  elastic,  equally  ap¬ 
plicable  to  a  monarchy,  and  to  a  republic, 
but  wholly  impracticable  as  a  tool  of  des¬ 
potism.  Of  course  it  is  immensely  supe¬ 
rior  to  the  system  of  conscription  for  a 
long  period  in  France,  and  to  the  system 
of  volunteering  in  Great  Britain,  and  to 
the  want  of  all  system  in  the  United 
States. 

But  it  has  one  vicious  feature  in  Prus¬ 
sia.  There  is  very  little  promotion  from 
the  ranks.  Out  of  2,896  commissioned 
officers,  given  in  recent  statistics  of  the 
infantry,  all  but  984  were  of  noble  birth, 
and  nearly  all  the  rest  were  taken  from 
military  schools.  Among  the  cavalry 
I  regiments,  five  were  without  a  single 
burgher  as  commissioned  officer,  and  only 


96  out  of  920  cavalry  officers  were  burgh¬ 
ers.  The  writer  has  conversed  with  mul¬ 
titudes  in  the  rank  and  file  of  the  Prus¬ 
sian  army,  and  has  never  found  one  cher¬ 
ishing  any  hope  of  rising  from  the  ranks 
by  distinguishing  himself  in  action. 

But  this  relic  of  feudalism  has  its  ad¬ 
vantage.  It  keeps  the  German  working 
man  from  the  dangerous  ambition  for  a 
soldier’s  career.  He  is  eager  to  finish 
the  campaign,  and  get  home.  And  this 
explains,  again,  the  rapidity  of  the  Prus¬ 
sian  fighting.  They  must  hasten.  Every- 
thing  stops  in  such  a  war  as  this,  educa¬ 
tion,  manufactures,  and  commerce  are 
suspended,  because  the  whole  nation  are 
in  the  armies.  This  creates  general  dis¬ 
tress.  But  it  is  not  so  bad  as  organizing 
the  industry  of  a  people  to  support  a  con¬ 
stant  state  of  warfare.  It  is  the  surest 
way,  combined  with  the  perfection  of  de¬ 
structive  machinery,  to  make  war  impos¬ 
sible.  If  one  of  the  results  of  this  war 
should  be  to  arm  and  train  every  able- 
bodied  man  in  Europe,  it  will  be  the  first 
sure  step  towai’d  disbanding  standing 
armies,  and  binding  the  nations  over  to 
keep  the  peace.

A  Letter  that  has  the  Smell  of  Finos. 

Bummer  Rest,  Aagust,  1870. 

My  Dear  Dr.  Field :  As  a  pleasing  epi¬ 
sode  to  a  Summer  sojourn  in  the  stillest 
place  in  the  world,  at  the  east  end  of 
Long  Island,  we  took  steamer  across 
Long  Island  Sound  to  New  London,  and 
the  cars  of  the  Shore  Line  to  Jamaica 
Plain,  one  of  the  beautiful  suburban 
places  of  Boston,  where,  after  luxuriating 
in  generous  hospitality  for  a  few  days,  wo 
turned  our  faces  northward  for  a  new  ex¬ 
perience  in  a  region  hitherto  unknown  to 
us,  and  of  which  I  am  sure  your  friends 
and  ours  will  be  interested  to  hear  some¬ 
what. 

Leaving  Boston,  and  passing  through 
busy  Lowell,  and  running  smoothly  along 
the  quiet  Merrimac  and  past  Nashua,  we 
reach  Milford,  fifty-one  miles,  and  two 
hours’  ride  from  Boston,  where  we  take  a 
carriage,  and  ascend  to  Mount  Vernon, 
five  miles  from  the  railroad.  Here  we 
find  a  quiet  country  village  of  while 
houses  with  green  blinds,  with  a  popula¬ 
tion  of  600,  in  one  of  the  most  sightly, 
healthy  positions  you  can  imagine.  And 
in  a  commanding,  convenient  location  we 
are  most  agreeably  surprised  and  delight¬ 
ed  to  see  a  good-sized  hotel,  kept  as  a 
Summer  boarding-house,  where  we  are 
most  heartily  welcomed  by  our  dear 
j  friend  and  brother.  Rev.  Abbott  E.  Kit- 
tredge,  who  with  his  family  and  a  num¬ 
ber  of  relatives,  were  spending  vacation 
time  in  this  most  lovely  place.  The 
mountains  are  round  about  Jemsalem, 
and  the  hills  surround  Mount  Vernon, 
and  form  a  gallery  of  ever-changing  light 
and  shade,  and  constantly  invite  to  new 
visions  of  beauty.  From  our  hotel  daily 
go  forth  parties  on  excursions  to  the 
neighboring  woods,  breezy  and  piney  and 
odorous  of  health,  or  to  a  charming  lake 
for  boating,  pic-nics,  &c.,  or  to  a  grand 
old  granite  hill,  with  steep  cliff  and  bohl 
projection,  where  we  cut  an  amphitheatre 
of  sixty  miles,  embosoming  lake  and 
stream,  and  villages  and  farms  and  every¬ 
thing  pleasant  to  the  eye,  and  from  which 
we  may  also  look  away  to  the  White 
Mountains  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
old  Granite  State. 

In  whatever  direction  we  go  from  Mount 
Vernon,  we  discover  new  views  of  beaufy, 
and  a  pleasant  landscape  soothing  to  the 
eye  and  grateful  to  the  heart  is  ever 
spreading  out  before  us.  There  are  no 
sunken  meadows,  no  malarious  marshes, 
no  chills  and  fever,  no  mosquitoes  nor 
flies,  nor  torments  of  any  kind.  And 
there  are  no  moral  plague-spots,  no  for¬ 
saken,  wretched  quarters,  no  shanties  nor 
tenement  houses,  no  homeless  wanderers, 
nor  starving  children,  nor  profligacy,  nor 
vice,  nor  pauperism,  nor  crime  ;  nothing 
to  hurt  or  destroy  in  all  this  lovely  region. 
No  wonder  this  beautiful  country  village 
seems  like  a  Paradise  regained.  We  feel  as 
if  we  w.  re  in  the  Delectable  Mountain,  and 
every  day  we  go  up  without  any  effort 
of  the  imagination  to  the  little  hill  named 
“Clear,”  and  look  off  upon  the  towers 
and  palaces  and  visions  fair  of  the  New 
Jerusalem.

Origin  of  tbe  Word  Salary. 

Spilling  salt  was  held  to  be  an  unlucky 
omen  by  the  Romans,  and  the  superstition 
has  descended  to  ourselves.  Leonardo 
de  Vinci  availed  himself  of  this  tradition 
in  his  famous  pictures  of  the  “  Lord’s 
Supper,”  to  indicate  Judas  Iscariot  by  the 
salt-cellar  knocked  over  accidentally  by 
his  arm. 

Salt  was  used  in  sacrifice  by  the  Greeks 
and  Romans,  and  also  by  the  Jews,  and  is 
still  made  use  of  in  baptism  by  the  Roman 
Catholic  clergy.  It  was  an  emblem  of 
purity,  and  of  the  sanctifying  influence  on 
others  of  a  holy  life  ;  hence  our  Lord  tells 
His  disciples,  “Ye  are  the  salt  of  the 
earth.  ” 

The  salt  being  spilt  after  it  was  placed 
on  the  head  of  the  victim,  was  considered 
a  had  omen,  being  supposed  to  signify 
that  the  sacrifice  was  not  accepted  ;  and 
hence  the  superstition. 

When  we  say  of  a  shiftless  fellow  that 
he  docs  not  “earn  his  salt,”  we  uncon¬ 
sciously  allude  to  an  ancient  custom 
among  tho  Romans.  Among  them  he 
Wiis  said  to  be  in  possession  of  a  “  salary” 
who  had  his  “  salarium,”  his  allowance  of 
salt-money,  or  of  salt,  wherewith  to  savor 
the  food  by  which  he  lived.  Thus  salary 
comes  from  salt— and  in  this  view  of  the 
word,  how  many  there  are  who  do  not 
“  earn  their  salt.”

That  they  recognize  a  spiritual  world 
goes  for  nothing.  We  knew  that  truth 
before.  But  in  the  originalities  of  Spir¬ 
itualism,  who  feels  the  presence  of  the 
God-like  ?  Is  it  like  God  to  reveal  Him¬ 
self  in  dancing  tables,  battered  windows, 
uneasy  pokers,  the  rattling  of  knuckle¬ 
bones,  and  the  falling  of  turnips  from  the 
sky  ?  Is  it  like  God  to  set  going  the  ma¬ 
chinery  of  the  supernatural  world,  for  the 
sake  of  recovering  a  lost  ear-ring  ?  Is  it 
like  God  to  send  “  spirits  from  the  vasty 
deep,”  as  in  the  case  of  one  of  the  afflict¬ 
ed,  to  discourse  upon  pumpkin-pies  ? 

Are  there  more  respectable  phenomena 
than  these  among  the  divinations  of  the 
new  faith  ?  Very  likely.  But  these  are 
a  veritable  part  of  its  vagaries.  I  have  as 
much  reason  to  accept  these  as*the  rest 
for  a  divine  revelation.  And  as  for  the 
rest,  what  am  I  to  do  with  my  old  Bible  ? 
The  hostility  of  Spiritualism  to  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  is  avowed  and  boastful.  Usingwhat 
it  pleases  of  the  Christian  oracles,  it  scouts 
the  remainder  as  only  the  rehc  of  an  ef¬ 
fete  theology.  We  near  one  of  its  pro¬ 
phets  gravely  questioning  whether  the 
world  would  have  been  happier  and  bet¬ 
ter,  if  Jesus  Christ  had  never  been  born. 
In  another  of  its  tangents,  it  flies  off  in  a 
deification  “of  the  forces  of  Nature,  for¬ 
merly  called  God.”  Excuse  us,  gentle¬ 
men.  Whatever  else  this  may  be,  it  is 
not  religion. 

3.  Spiritualism  is  not  good  morals. 
Good  men  and  women  are  among  its  be¬ 
lievers,  no  doubt.  Afflicted  ones  seek  in 
it  communion  with  their  sainted  dead, 
with  no  thought  of  wrong.  Restless  in¬ 
quirers  search  it  for  some  wiser  adjust¬ 
ment  of  nature  to  the  supernatural  than 
they  have  found  elsewhere,  with  no  pro¬ 
fane  curiosity.  Christian  believers,  of 
pure  lives  and  Biblical  faith,  think  they 
can  accept  it;  in  an  eclectic  fashion,  with¬ 
out  damage  to  their  holier  experience. 
But  after  all — and  to  these  exceptional 
believers  it  should  be  said  in  sad  faithful¬ 
ness — the  drifting  of  this  modern  the¬ 
ology  is  to  loose  morals. 

Piofaneuess  is  one  of  the  piquant  ele¬ 
ments  in  its  dispatches  from  the  other 
worlds.  The  “spirits  ”  come  chattering 
about  us  with  a  great  deal  of  impish  talk. 
They  jeer  with  old-fashioned  infidels  at 
the  sacredness  of  the  Sabbath.  Their  in¬ 
spiration  shows  a  malign  boarisig  to\vards 
the  restrictive  morality  of  the  Bible.  More 
tlian  all  else,  they'  breathe  a  deadly'  antip¬ 
athy  to  the  Christian  theory  of  tlie  rela¬ 
tions  of  the  sexes.  Where  else  do  denun¬ 
ciations  of  the  servitude  of  manuage  find 
so  congenial  a  home  as  in  a  spiritualistic 
library  ?  Where  else  such  loose  theories 
of  divorce  ?  Where  else  so  miich  nonsense 
about  “affinities,”  “spiritual  unions,” 
“ tw'in-spirits,”  and  the  like?  Not  that 
the  majority  of  its  adherents  arc  attracted 
to  the  new  Gospel  by  this  obliquity,  but 
that  the  thing  itself  somehow  wallows  by- 
instinct  iu  this  kind  of  mire.  Whoever 
else  may  dabble  with  it,  free  lovers  ai-e 
.sure  to  do  so.  Set  it  going  iu  any'  com- 
munity^  and  if  there  is  a  man  of  sensual 
life  or  prurient  imagination  there,  who 
hiis  brains  enough  left  to  feel  intellectual 
curio.sity  about  anything,  he  is  sure  to 
find  his  way  to  the  “seance,”  and  to  got 
from  it  some  quietus  to  his  conscience.  I 
fling  no  charg('s  broadc.ost,  but  ns  a 
“looker-on  in  Venice,”  I  see  this  fact 
and  make  a  note  of  it.  Is  there  any  other 
development  of  modern  thought,  which 
men  of  easy  virtue,  and  a  certain  gn.shing, 
erotic  temi>erameut,  take  to  with  such 
loving  spontaneity  ns  to  this  ? 

4.  Spirituali.-m,  biken  as  a  whole,  is  not 
good  sense.  Not  that  the  admission  of  a 
certain  modicum  of  fact  in  its  alleged 
pheuomeuae  is  unreasonable.  A  man  is 
not  to  be  browbeaten  out  of  trust  in  his 
own  eyes.  A  belief  in  phenomena  as  histo¬ 
ric  facts,  explained  or  unexplained,  is  one 
thing  ;  religious  faith  in  those  phenomena, 
as  the  vanguard  of  a  new  and  revolu¬ 
tionary  disclo.sure  of  truth  from  Heaven, 
is  another.  This  faith,  and  nothing  leas, 
is  Sphitualism.  And  this,  I  repeat,  taken 
as  a  whole,  is  not  good  sense,  whatever 
may  be  true  of  an  eclectic  dose  of  it.

Christian  union  is  the  oneness  of 
Clirist’s  people  in  Him.  The  last  danse 
expresses  that  which  distiiignishes  that 
from  every  other  union.  It  is  the  one¬ 
ness  of  believers,  not  in  external  organi¬ 
zation,  not  in  methods  of  work,  bat  in 
Christ.  It  is  the  oneness  of  all  parts  of 
the  tree  in  tho  root.  It  is  not  an  exter¬ 
nal,  mechanical  tying  together  of  the 
branches ;  it  is  an  internal  and  vital 
union  ;  a  union  of  the  branches  prpduc- 
ed  by  their  deriving  their  life  and  beairiy 
from  one  common  source.  Christian  union 
is  that  oneness  of  believers  w'hidi  is  caus¬ 
ed  by  their  being  “in  Christ,” and  Christ 
“  in  them.”  It  is  tho  union  of  believers, 
not  directly  with  one  another,  but  in  and 
through  Jesus  Christ.  It  is  union  and  lib¬ 
erty.  It  is  unity  in  great  variety.  It  is 
the  oneness  of  believers  occasioned  by 
their  being  bound  iu  love  and  faith  aud 
service  to  one  common  Lord  aud  Saviour, 
and  by  their  receiving  from  Him  one 
common  inspiration  and  purpose. 

What  will  promote  Christian  union  ? 
Anything  which  will  promote  oneness 
with  Christ.  To  increase  that  oneness  of 
believers  for  which  Christ  prayed,  unite 
such  believers  more  clo.sely  to  Christ. 
Make  no  attempt  to  bind  them  together 
externally ;  bind  them  to  Christ.  Pray 
and  labor  that  they  may  be  more  “  iii 
Christ,”  and  Christ  aiore  “in  them.”  It 
is  when  Christians  are  most  Christ-like 
that  there  is  the  most  Christian  union. 

Some  suppose  that  when  they  are  la¬ 
boring  for  organic  union,  they  are  labor¬ 
ing  for  Christian  union,  and  they  imagine 
that  those  who  oppose  tlicir  attempts  to 
bind  Chri.<:tians  together  in  organizations, 
are  opposing  Christian  union.  This  is  a 
great  mistake,  and,  to  our  apprehension, 
it  betrays  alaimingly  superficiid  and  en-o- 
neous  view's  upon  this  whole  subject.  Or¬ 
ganic  union  is  not  Christian  union.  It 
is  olten  just  the  reverse  of  that,  as  some 
painful  experiments  have  shown.  Organ¬ 
ic  union  does  not  necessarily  promote 
Christian  union  ;  it  may  promote,  as  we 
have  too  olten  learned  to  our  cost,  no¬ 
thing  but  disunion  and  conflict.  If  there 
is  need  of  more  Christian  union  between 
two  brethren,  make  them  both  more 
Christ-like.  Do  not  attempt  to  bind  them 
together  by  some  external,  material  bond. 
Tlie  attempt  will  almost  certainly  prove 
failure. — Congregationnlisi. 

TUB  DBSBRT  IXDIAX. 

His  Capacity  fer  Eating  and  for  Starving. 

A  large  fraction  of  the  Piute  tribe  of  In 
diaus  live  on  the  great  American  Desert, 
a  region  about  1000  miles  long  from  north 
to  south,  and  about  300  miles  wide  from 
east  to  w'est.  There  are  on  this  desert 
stretches  of  100  miles  without  grass  or 
water.  It  is  a  region  ot  sand  and  rockv 
mountains,  with  but  little  vegetation,  and 
this  of  a  peculiar  stunted  character.  Here 
aud  there,  at  distant  intervals,  there  is  a 
little  wood,  a  little  grass,  and  a  little  w  ater 
procured  from  holes.  A  running  stream 
is  almost  unknown.  There  is  almost  a  to¬ 
tal  absence  of  water  in  the  air,  so  that  the 
solar  heat  is  fearful  in  its  intensity,  rang¬ 
ing  from  120  to  160  degi-ees  Fahrenheit, 
This  is  the  home  of  tho  “  Desert  Indians,’ 
and  some  facts  exhibiting  his  nature,  hab¬ 
its,  and  peculiarities,  may  bo  interesting 
to  your  readers. 

The  “  Desert  Indian”  is  as  much  a  re¬ 
flection  of  the  counti-y  he  in.iabits  as  the 
lizard  or  the  horned  frog.  He  is  hollow 
cheeked,  thin,  lithe,  and  active.  His  ne¬ 
cessities  have  rendered  him  superior  in 
endurance,  quickness,  sagacity,  aud  in 
telligence  to  all  neighboring  tribes.  Two 
months  ago  a  “  Desert  Indian,”  carrying 
express,  travelled  120  miles  iu  twenty-two 
consecutive  hours. 

Their  upjier  extremities  are  very  slen¬ 
der  ;  they  carry  scarce  any  flesh  but  that 
employed  in  locomotion.  Their  life  has 
impressed  upon  them  a  wonderful  physi¬ 
ology;  tlieir  capacity  to  eat  and  starve  is 
trully  astounding.  Six  months  ago,  seven 
Indians,  including  a.  child  six  years  old, 
ate  a  horse  that  had  perished  from  drink¬ 
ing  alkaline  water,  which  weighed  not  less 
than  one  thousand  pounds,  from  three 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon  to  ten  o’clock  on 
the  morning  of  the  succeeding  day — in¬ 
testines,  heart,  liver,  lungs,  and  all ;  even 
the  bones  were  ci-ushed  and  the  mar¬ 
row  taken  from  them.  Ih  short,  at  ten 
o’clock  next  day  nothing  remained  of  the 
horse  but  the  hoofs.  So  in  less  than 
twenty-four  hours,  per  capita,  more  than 
100  pounds  of  meat  were  oaten. 

Another  instance.  About  a  year  ago,  a 
gentleman  driving  a  number  of  horses 
across  the  desert  lost  thirty  of  them,  at 
intervals,  across  the  road.  A  party  of 
Desert  Indians”  starte^in  upon  the 
rood,  so  fatal  to  the  horsey  and  devoured 
every  one  of  them  as  thcjk  went,  coming 
out  on  the  other  side  of  jfce  desert  as  fat 
as  seals.  They  travel  i 
heat  of  the  desert  from 
miles  a  day  without 


any  destructive  effect  from  contact  with 
civilization. 

The  statistics  of  Europe  and  America, 
procured  in  the  most  accurate  manner, 
and  on  the  largest  scale,  give  all  the  births, 
21  boys  to  every  20  girls.  The  uniformi¬ 
ty  is  complete,  rigid,  and  unvarying.  For 
a  number  of  years  past,  in  the  Piute  tribe, 
fivim  careful  investigation,  it  has  been  as¬ 
certained  that  three  boys  are  born  to 
every  girl.  Everywhere  is  observed  a 
great  deficiency  of  squaws  among  them. 
It  is  mathematical,  at  this  rate,  that  ere 
long  the  Piute  tribe  will  become  extinct 
from  inherent  causes. 

For  the  last  six  years  the  “  Desert  In¬ 
dians  ”  have  found  it  exceedingly  difficult 
to  exist.  Hare  and  rabbits  were  their 
great  sources  of  food,  and,  at  one  time, 
they  fairly  swarmed  among  the  sage  and 
stunted  vegetation  of  the  desert.  They 
were  invaded,  some  ten  years  since,  by 
some  epidemic  disease,  so  that  now  only 
a  few  remain.

§5,000,000  MEMORIAL  FUND. 

By  Eev.  T.  H.  Bobinson,  D.D.,  of  Harriiburg. 

The  Committee’s  Flan. 

Dear  Bro.  Ellinwood :  I  am  but  one 
among  the  many  thousands  of  our  Israel 
who  have  lately  received  the  rather  for¬ 
midable  array  of  “documents”  from  the 
Memorial  Fund  Committee.  Formidable 
I  call  them,  for  so  they  will  seem  to  ma¬ 
ny  of  our  country  pastors  of  the  feebler 
churches  ;  and  to  all  they  come  impress¬ 
ively  reminding  of  a  great  work  to  be 
done,  aud  of  the  pledges  we  have  made 
to  do  it.  The  sight  of  them,  and  much 
more,  the  careful  examination  of  them, 
first  alone,  then  with  a  friend,  and  then 
with  the  session  of  my  church,  have  but 
tended  to  deepen  in  my  mind  a  sense  of 
the  importance  of  the  work,  and  the  vital 
necessity  of  i  to  our  Church.  We  should 
have  been  ffiminally  ungrateful  to  God 
had  we  not  when  His  work  of  reunion 
was  consiftnnated,  promptly  and  joyfully 
entered  inb  the  pledges  of  a  thanksgiv¬ 
ing  memonil.  And  now  we  shall  be  ten¬ 
fold  more  A’iminal  if  our  vows  are  not 
kept.  It  s  painful  to  liear  even  a  sug¬ 
gestion  thtf  the  Fund  will  not  be  raised, 
that  the  (Lurch  is  not  able  to  raise  it, 
&c.  The  ability  of  tlie  Church  has  nev¬ 
er  yet  beei  tested.  It  is  doubtful  wheth¬ 
er  we  at  11  comprehend  the  amount  of 
wealth  Gd  has  entrusted  to  it.  It  is 
clear  thatin  many  pai'ts  of  it  we  have  on¬ 
ly  gatheifd  gleanings  from  its  riches. 
The  Nun!  can  be  raised.  It  must  be  rais¬ 
ed.  It  vill  be  raised  if  the  pastors  and 
churches  faithfully  and  earnestly  take 
hold  of  the  work,  and  carry  out  “  The 
Plan  ”  a  the  Committee. 

That  plan  commends  itself  fur  the  fol¬ 
lowing  anong  other  reasons  : 

1.  It  is  complete,  in  its  principle,  “  that 
those  memoriU  offerings  are  acts  of  wor¬ 
ship  ”;  in  its  ibjects,  including  everythi»g 
that  cau  by  aiy  stretch  of  charity  have  a 
[jlace  in  such  a  memorial ;  in  its  agencies, 
laying  the  wrk  directly  upon  the  sessions 
and  the  membership  of  the  churches. 

2.  It  is  simple.  It  can  be  readily  car¬ 
ried  out  iu  our  feeblest  congregations  in 
all  its  detaib,  and  by  any  piart  of  the  con¬ 
gregations.  The  youngest  can  compre¬ 
hend  it. 

3.  It  is  Scriptural.  It  can  hardly  ba 
exaggerated  to  what  a  sad  extent  through¬ 
out  the  whole  Church  the  Scriptural 
manner  of  giving,  “Upon  the  first  day  of 
the  week  lot  every  one  of  you  lay  by,” 
4fcc.,  has  been  cast  aside.  There  has  been 
a  complete  failure  in  two  essential  points 
of  the  Scripture  rule — systematic  giving 
and  universal  giving.  It  would  be  a  great 
ci'inmph,  and  a  hapipy  augury  for  the  fu¬ 
ture,  if  during  this  Memorial  year,  in  all 
our  churches,  your  plan  could  be  faith¬ 
fully  carried  out.  It  would  open  the  way 
for  systematic  aud  universal  giving  to  all 
our  regular  objects  of  Church  beneficence. 
It  would  be  no  small  end  gained  to  draw 
the  Church  into  the  practical  working  of 
sucli  a  plan  for  a  single  year.  If  it  can 
be  done  thoroughly,  we  shall  see  greater 
results  than  we  now  anticipate.  But  our 
piasters  and  churches  must  heartily  co¬ 
operate. 

Our  rich  churches  must  not  be  sat¬ 
isfied  with  the  largo  coniributions  of  a 
few  wealthy  members,  aud  give  “The 
Plan  ”  the  go  by,  as  impracticable  for 
them;  nor  must  our  feeblest  churches 
despise  the  small  offerings  they  may  se¬ 
cure.  The  Christian  work  in  the  church¬ 
es,  if  the  Plan  is  faithfully  worked,  will 
be  more  valuable  than  the  Five  Millions 
when  secured.  We  shall  have  something 
better  than  money  to  build  on  for  future 
efforts. 

ROCHESTER  CORRESPONDENCE. 

The  Presbyterian  society  of  Clyde  are 
moving  in  the  matter  of  a  new  church 
edifice.

THE  DECREES  AND  CURSES  OF  THE 
COUNCIL. 

A  Dissolving  View. 

The  Council  at  Rome  has  performed  the 
task,  or  rather  played  the  part  assigned 
it,  and  its  members,  many  of  them  have 
been  dismissed  to  their  homes.  They  are 
to  reassemble  again  in  November,  but  to 
w’hat  end,  now  that  the  Church  has  an  in¬ 
fallible  head  upon  earth,  and  can  dispense 
with  the  fallible  dignitaries  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil,  it  might  not  be  easy  to  say. 

The  Council  has  held  four  public  ses¬ 
sions.  The  first,  Dec.  8th,  simply  inau¬ 
gurated  the  Council.  The  second,  on  the 
Gth  of  January,  was  only  memorable  for 
the  profession  made  by  the  bishops,  of 
the  creed  of  Pius  IV.  At  the  third,  April 
24th,  decrees  were  published  bearing  up¬ 
on  Atheism,  Pantheism,  Rationalism,  &c. 
At  the  fourth,  held  on  July  17,  the  dog¬ 
ma  of  Papal  Infallibility  wa.s  proclaimed, 
and  on  the  18th  of  July  the  parting  scene 
of  the  Council  took  place. 

The  occasion  of  the  final  vote  has  been 
well  described  by  the  Tribune's  corre 
spondent.  Vain  efforts  had  been  made 
by  the  opponents  of  the  new  dogma  to 
have  it  set  aside,  or  at  least  modified  in 
form.  But  the  purpose  of  the  majority 
was  not  to  be  shaken,  and  the  voice  of 
reason  was  no  longer  to  be  heard.  The 
interest  in  a  foregone  conclusion  was  not 
sufficient  to  call  together  an  imposing  as¬ 
sembly.  After  the  devotional  exercises, 
the  voice  of  the  Secretary  wiis  heard  in  a 
high  key  reaffing  the  dogma.  Two  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  seats  were  vacant,  more 
than  half  left  so  by  absentees  for  con¬ 
science  sake,  and  among  them  some  of 
the  most  enlightened  aud  worthy  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Roman  Catholic  communion. 

When  the  dogma  had  been  read,  tlie 
Fathers  were  called  upon  to  vote.  Amid 
a  darkening  tempest  of  almost  unprece¬ 
dented  force,  the  votes  were  given.  Each 
response  seemed  to  be  announced  by  a 
flash  of  liglitning,  and  terminated  by  a 
clap  of  thunder.  The  heavens  seemed  to 
frown  over  the  scene  of  sublime  impiety, 
when  a  man  was  elevated  to  a  rivalship 
with  the  Deity.  For  an  hour  and  a  half 
the  roll  was  called,  aud  then  the  result 
was  handed  to  the  Pope.  Amid  the  thick 
gloom  he  read  by  the  aid  of  a  lighted  can¬ 
dle,  held  by  a  servitor,  the  formula  by 
which  he  placed  himself  as  it  were  in  the 
throne  of  God. 

All  the  enthusiasm  which  the  occasion 
could  excite  was  then  displayed.  A  cloud 
of  handkerchiefs  waved  in  the  air.  Tl;e 
grave  Fathers  clapjjed.  Shouts  of  T7ro 
Pio  Nina,  viva  il  Papa  infallibile  were 
heard.  Another  round  of  applau.se  fol¬ 
lowed,  and  still  another  was  attempted, 
when  the  Te  Deum  had  been  sung,  and 
the  benediction  had  been  pronounced. 

Y'et  after  all  the  demonstration  was  a 
failure.  The  success  of  the  majority  was 
but  a  Pyrrhus  victory  that  would  not  bear

that  the  Roman  Pontiff,  when  speaking 
ex  cathedra,  or  defining  doctrines  of  faith 
and  morals,  enjoys  fully  the  infallibility 
which  Christ  wished  His  Church  to  have, 
“  let  him  be  anathema.” 

It  is  thus  that  the  new  dogma  is  hedg¬ 
ed  about  with  curses.  The  insult  wdiicli 
it  offers  to  human  reason  as  well  as  to  the 
Word  of  God,  provokes  a  resentment 
which  will  not  be  apt  to  be  repressed  ex¬ 
cept  by  an  “  anathema,”  if  even  by  that- 
Its  tone  is  authoritative.  It  demands 
blind  submission  and  unquestioning  ac¬ 
quiescence.  There  are  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands  who  will  yield  to  that  demand. 
There  are  other  thousands  who  will  hesi¬ 
tate,  and  perhaps  shrink  back  from  the 
gulf  into  which  the  Council,  manipulated 
by  Jesuit  art,  asks  them  to  leap.  The 
system,  elaborated  for  centuries,  finds  its 
cap-stone  in  the  new  dogma,  and  multi¬ 
tudes,  who  heretofore  have  had  vague 
ideas  of  Papal  sanctity,  may  now  contem¬ 
plate  at  their  leisure  the  completed  sym¬ 
metry  of  this  strange  structure,  assuming 
the  name  of  the  “Church  of  God,”  in 
which  Papal  Infallibility  now  sits  en¬ 
throned.  If  they  do  not  discern  in  it, 
more  distinctly  than  ever  before,  its  anti- 
Christian  elements,  or  its  strange  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  prophetic  ideal  in  the  New 
Testament,  it  will  not  be  the  fault  of  the 
Council,  which  seems  to  have  surrender¬ 
ed  itself  to  the  task  of  at  once  perfecting 
the  theory  and  organization  of  the 
“  Church,”  and  of  setting  it  in  most 
marked  contrast  with  the  simple  model  of 
early  Christianity.

be  there.  ”  It  betokened  the  bringing  in 
of  a  better  day  for  East  Tennessee.  The 
sentiment  prevailed  that  the  Church  of 
Christ  is  already  one  ;  that  there  is  already 
spiritual  unity.  What  is  needed,  is,  that 
this  real  aud  underlying  unity  be  more 
clearly  manifested.  The  unanimity  in  sen¬ 
timent  and  views  ;  the  Clirist-like  spirit 
which  prevailed  among  the  speakers  of  dif¬ 
ferent  denominations,  furnished  a  good 
illustration  of  the  truth  under  discussion. 

Romanism  and  Temperance  were  also 
discussed  with  much  interest.  Prof.  M. 
C.  Butler  of  Knoxville  opened  the  latter 
discussion  with  an  cainest,  wide-awake 
paper,  suggesting  some  methods  of  car¬ 
rying  on  the  work  more  efficiently.  Pro¬ 
hibition  by  law — as  well  as  a  check  laid 
upon  drinking  by  means  of  Church  Tem¬ 
perance  Societies  and  other  agencies — 
was  earnestly  but  briefly  advocated. 
Among  the  speeches  that  followed,  the 
testimony  of  two  fathers,  aged  respect¬ 
ively  eighty  and  sixty-eight  years,  to  the 
fact  t’uat  their  green  old  age  was  due  to 
temperance,  was  very  effective.  Modern 
Infallibility,  by  Rev.  W’m.  Mowbr.ay  ;  Re¬ 
vivals,  by  Rev.  J.  R.  Eades  and  Rev.  J. 
G.  Mason  of  Jonesboro  ;  and  Early  Con¬ 
version,  by  Prof.  E.  W’.  Halback  of  Rog- 
ersville  and  Rev.  W.  H.  Smith  of  Morris¬ 
town,  constituted  the  remaining  topics. 

The  most  fraternal  feeling  prevailed 
throughout  the  session.  Men  of  widely 
difl'erent  denominations,  and  of  little  per¬ 
sonal  acquaintance  previously,  were  made 
to  feel  that  they  were  brethren.  The  Dove 
of  Peace  seemed  to  be  brooding  over  the 
Convention  ;  aud  the  hallowed  influence 
was  felt  by  all.  W’hen  the  delegates  sep¬ 
arated,  it  was  with  the  earnest  desire 
aud  hope  that  they  might  meet  together 
in  like  manner  again  next  year.  Such  an 
exhibition  of  Christian  fellowship  cannot 
fail  to  be  followed  by  the  best  results 
throughout  East  Tennessee.  May  God 
grant  it — '^that  they  all  may  he  one,"

Austria 
may  shake  on  her  imperial  throne  ;  Spain 
may  fall  from  her  high  estate,  and  the  en¬ 
emies  of  the  Church  will  merely  cry  out 
complacently — “Well  done  1”  But  when 
danger  threatens  France — ^when  her  ea¬ 
gles  are  seen  to  tremble  in  the  storm  of 
war,  behold  !  from  all  parts  of  Protest- 
antdom  comes  forth  the  mighty  shout — 
“Rome  is  falling!  Great  is  Diana  of 
the  Ephesians  !”  If  the  noble  French 
legions  sustain  a  defeat — if  the  Prussians 
gain  any  noteworthy  victory,  forthwit  h, 
from  every  ranter  of  the  conventicle, 
from  every  rabid  “  organ  ”  of  one  sect  or 
the  other  comes  forth  the  yell  of  exulta¬ 
tion.  Here  it  is — “  Behold  the  vultures 
of  the  North  are  gathering  to  feast  on  the 
carrion  ”  (meaning  France  and  the  Cath¬ 
olic  Church);  there  it  is,  “Babylon  the 
mighty  has  fallen  !”  another  cries  “France, 
that  has  so  long  prevented  Italian  unity, 
aud  propped  up  the  Papacy,  is  gone  1” 
another  still,  “  France,  the  enemy  of 
German  unity,  has  fallen  ”  ;  all  in  chorus, 
“Let  France  now  save  herself  if  she 
can.”  Just  the  old  cry  of  the  deicide 
Jews  to  our  Lord  on  the  cross. 

They  will  find,  however,  that  France 
can  “save  herself”;  for  she  is  still  Chris¬ 
tian  enough  at  heart  to  humble  herself 
and  do  penance,  and  so  propitiate  the 
strong  and  mighty  God  who  has  made  her 
the  firet  of  Christian  powers.  Those  who 
found  their  present  hopes  of  the  downfall 
of  the  Papacy  ou  the  supposed  fall  of 
France,  do  indeed  reckon  without  their 
host ;  France  is  neither  “  gone  ”  nor  like¬ 
ly  to  go,  and  she  will  live  to  add  many  a 
laurel  to  those  she  has  gained  in  defence 
of  religion.

Vlolmtlon  or  Cs»t*  Repented  of. 

At  a  meeting  in  Poona,  in  India,  of 
educated  men,  Hindoos  of  the  higher 
ranks  being  present,  and  the  head  of  the 
Bombay  Presidency,  Sir  Alexander  Grant, 
presiding,  refreshments,  fruits,  icqs,  ice 
cream,  <tc.,  were  presented  to  the  guests, 
which  were  partaken  of  by  some  of  the 
Hindoos  iu  compaay  with  the  rest.  An 
English  gentleman,  giving  an  account  of 
the  meeting  in  an  English  periodical  in 
London,  used  these  words  :  “  The  whole 
of  these  gentlemen  (referring  to  the  Hin¬ 
doos,)  had  renounced  caste,  aud  ate  and 
drank  with  us.” 

One  at  least  of  these  Hindoos  had  done 
this  “on  the  sly,”  not  expecting  to  be 
exposed  as  he  has  been,  though  he  follow¬ 
ed  his  own  convictions  in  the  matter. 
But  his  Hindoo  brethren  were  scandalized 
by  such  a  violation  of  caste,  aud  the  of¬ 
fender  was  summoned  before  a  Brahmin- 
ical  court,  made  a  humiliating  confession, 
and  was  fined,  and  paid  five  hundred  ru¬ 
pees,  about  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 
And  as  the  ofiender  belonged  to  a  class  of 
Hindoos  who  have  lately  claimed  to  he  re¬ 
formers,  and  to  have  become  so  enlight¬ 
ened  as  to  be  no  longer  iu  bondage  to  the 
absurdities  of  caste,  tlie  question  arises  as 
to  what  is  the  value  of  their  professed  aud 
vaunted  illumination  ;  and  the  fact  above 
stilted  shows  what  power  caste  still  pos¬ 
sesses  over  the  minds  of  even  the  best 
educated  nations  of  India. 

TUc  First  Fruits  of  Infallibility. 

The  Papal  dogma  has  already  begun  to 
bear  fruit.  At  Jerusalem  the  Armenian 
Patriarch  has  declined  to  lend  his  cathe¬ 
dral  to  the  Latin  clergy,  who  had  been 
accustomed  to  celebrate  mass  there  upom 
St.  James’s  Day,  aud  to  venerate  the  rel¬ 
ics  with  which  the  cathedral  is  richly  en¬ 
dowed.  At  Brauusberg,  iu  Eastern  Prus¬ 
sia,  a  Romau  Catholic  priest  and  profes¬ 
sor  has  openly  repudiated  the  doctrine, 
and  declared  the  Pope  a  heretic.  These, 
it  is  predicted,  ard  but  the  beginning  of 
a  more  general  protest. 

Large  Gifu. 

Sir  Francis  Crossley,  the  famous  carpet 
manufacturer  of  Englaud,  has  just  given 
$110,000  to  the  London  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety,  and  as  much  more  for  a  fund  for 
disabled  pastors  and  their  families.  Tiie 
profits  of  his  business  amount  to  a  mil¬ 
lion  and  a  quarter  per  annum. 

A  Notable  Protest. 

The  following  protest  in  regard  to  the 
“Biblical  Revision  Communion  ”  is  in¬ 
serted,  “by  request,”  in  the  Loudon  Re¬ 
cord: 

It  no  longer  admits  of  question,  that 
certain  members  of  the  Company  of  Re¬ 
visers  of  the  Authorized  Version  of  rhe 
New  Testament,  known  to  belong  to  sects 
external  to  the  Church  of  England,  re¬ 
ceived  what  was  to  all  intents  and  pur¬ 
poses  au  invitation  to  communicate  with 
their  fellow  Revisers  in  Westminster  Ab¬ 
bey  on  the  22d  of  June  last,  and  did  ac¬ 
cordingly  receive  the  Holy  Communion, 
in  Henry  VII. ’s  chapel,  at  the  hands  of 
the  Dean  of  Westminster. 

While  we  by  no  means  disregard  the 
manifest  breach  of  church  rale  involved 
iu  such  an  invitation,  we  hold  it  to  be  an 
especial  scandal  that  among  the  persons 
so  invited  was  a  known  Unitarian,”  who 
has  since  publicly  declared  (see  letter  of 
“one  of  the  Revisionists,  G.  V.  S.,”  in 
the  Times  of  July  11)  that  he  received 
the  Holy  Sacrament  on  this  occasion 
without  “  joining  in  recitiiigtthe  Nieeue 
Creed,”  and  without  “  compromise,”  as 
he  expresses  it,  of  his  juiuciples  as  a 
“  Unitai'ian.” 

'Thus  one  who  openly  denies  our  Lord’s 
Eternal  Godhead  lias  been  invited  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  the  highest  privilege  of  mein- 
beisliij)  in  His  Church,  and  that  under 
circumstances  calculated  to  invest  the  act 
with  no  ordinary  significance. 

Constrained  by  our  sense  of  duty  to 
Almighty  God,  and  by  that  charity  to  all 
meu  the  very  life  of  which  is  the  truth, 
we,  the  undersigned  priests  and  deacons 
of  the  Church  of  England,  hereby  sol¬ 
emnly  protest  against  this  proceeding  as 
a  dishonor  to  our  Divine  Master,  and  a 
grievous  wi’oiig  to  the  faith  aud  con¬ 
science  of  the  Church. 

July  19,  1870. 

It  is  proposed,  when  signatures  enough 
have  been  obtained,  to  send  a  copy  ot  this 
protest,  together  with  the  printed  names 
of  those  who  have  signed  it,  to  every  Arch¬ 
bishop,  Metropolitan,  and  Bishop  of  the 
.\nglican  Communion  throughout  tiie 
world,  as  well  as  to  the  Convocations  of 
the  provinces  of  Canterbury  and  York. 
Transfer  of  German  Missions. 

The  following  account  of  an  extraordinary 
transfer  of  missions,  missionaiies  and  con¬ 
verts  of  the  Berlin  Missionary  Society  to 
the  Church  of  England,  we  find  among 
the  missionary  intelligence  of  English  pa- 
pera.  The  reasons  tor  this  transfer  are 
not  stated  : 

“  During  the  past  twenty  years  the  Ger¬ 
man  missionaries  in  the  mountain  prorin- 
ces  of  Chota  Nagpore,  India,  have  bap¬ 
tized  more  than  ten  thousand  converts  to 
the  faith.  Circumstances  have  led  these  1 
devoted  men  and  most  of  their  converts  to 
desire  to  be  received  into  the  Church  of 
England.  Their  application  to  the  Bishop 
of  Calcutta  for  admission  into  the  English 
Church  was  supported  by  the  Calcutta 
Committee  of  the  Berlin  Missionary  So¬ 
ciety,  which  had  collected  most  of  the 
funds  for  the  maintenance  of  the  mission, 
and  by  a  petition  signed  by  all  the  resi¬ 
dents  of  the  neighborhood  of  the  mission. 
The  Bishop  has  granted  this  request,  thus 
adding  seven  thousand  Christians  to  his 
flock.  On  Sabbath,  April  19th,  the  Rev. 
Messrs.  F.  Batseh,  H.  Batsch,  and  H, 
Bohn  were  ordained  deacons  and  priests, 
and  Wilhelm  Luther,  a  native  pastor,  was 
ordained  deacon  in  the  presence  of  a  con¬ 
gregation  of  about  eleven  hundred,  of 
whom  about  half  received  the  Holy  Com¬ 
munion  ;  forty-one  natives  were  baptized, 
and  six  hundred  and  thirty-three  confirm® 
ed.”
